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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE 

NURSING  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale  : 
This  is  the  lifth  }'eai"  the  town  has  had  the  benefit  of 
a  Red  Cross  nurse.  Miss  Ruth  Langille,  R.  N.,  has 
been  found  ver}-  efficient  and  most  agreeabe  to  all  con- 
cerned since  her  period  with  us  commencing  November. 
1923.  Miss  Langille  left  for  Boston,  January  27,  1925. 
to  take  a  more  extensive  course  in  Public  Health  Nur 
sing  at  Simmons  College,  expecting  to  complete  the 
course  by  the  last  Aveek  in  May.  During  Miss  Langille's 
absence  Miss  Alabel  L.  Filmore,  of  Sackville,  New 
Brunswick,  Canada,  a  graduate  of  Union  Hospital  of  Fall 
River,  Mass..  will  act  as  nurse. 

For  the  year  ending  February  1,  1925,  there  have 
been  1,210  nursing  care  visits,  111  instruction  or  demon- 
stration,. 140  investigation,  196  school  treatments. 

The  school  inspection  work  has  been  finished  at  the 
Grammar  School  Building  by  the  Nurse  and  Dr.  Lach- 
aine. 

During  the  year  two  operations  and  care  have  been 
financed  by  the  Cliapter.  On  account  of  the  serious- 
ness of  the  operation  of  Miss  Tacey  and  the  time  it  will 
take  to  recover,  the  bill  was  somewhat  larger  than  it 
would  have  been  otherwise.  It  is  well  to  mention  here 
where  some  of  the  money  was  raised.

The  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  of  1924  is  the 
largest  the  library  has  ever  had,  showing  an  increase  of 
2,615  over  that  of  the  preceding  }-ear.  This  large  in- 
crease is  very  gratifying,  as  it  proves  that  the  towns- 
people are  using  their  library,  and  taking  advantage  of 
the  privileges  it  offers  more  than  ever  before.  The  per- 
centage of  adult  fiction  is  lower  than  that  of  last  year, 
proving  that  more  educational  books  are  being  used, 
both  b}^  adults  and  children. 

The  records  show  an  increase  of  more  than  one  hun- 
dred new  books  over  the  number  purchased  last  year. 
The  interest  from  the  Annie  E.  Amidon  fund  enabled  us 
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to  buy  these  additional  books,  and  were  it  not  for  the 
continued  high  price  of  books,  even  more  could  have 
been  added. 

Many  books  have  been  given  to  the  library  during  the 
past  year.  Mr.  S.  S.  Strouse  donated  a  large  number 
from  his  collection,  and  Mr.  Edward  P.  Bailey  of  Brock- 
ton, Mass.,  presented  the  library  with  a  valuable  set  of 
Reports  of  the  Geological  Survey.  Then,  too,  a  number 
of  used  books  were  given  to  us  by  the  Forest  Park 
Branch  of  the  City  Lil^rar}^  Association  of  Springfield. 
Mass. 

During  the  summer  a  course  of  vacation  reading  was 
conducted  for  hnvH  and  girls,  which  led  to  the  use  of 
mam'  educational  books.  The  children  who  fulfilled  the 
requirem.ents  and  completed  the  course  were  given  books 
as  prizes. 

Good  Book  Week  was  observed  by  a  library  exhibit  of 
books  and  posters  placed  in  the  store  window  of  C.  A. 
Holland  &  Son.  This  gave  the  passerby  an  opportunity 
to  see  some  of  the  good  books  being  added  to  the  library, 
and  aflPorded  a  suggestion  of  best  books  for  the  home. 
There  was  also  an  exhibit'  in  the  library. 

Over  one  hundred  books  that  had  become  badl}'-  soiled 
and  worn  have  been  discarded.  It  is  very  desirable  that 
better  care  be  given  the  books  in  the  homes,  in  order 
that  they  may  not  be  returned  to  the  Hbrarv  so  badly 
soiled  and  worn. 

Thirty-four  books  have  been  rebound  at  the  National 
Library  Binder}'  Co.  in  Springfield,  and  more  than  two 
hundred  books  have  been  repaired  in  the  library.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Education  and.  Citizens  of  Hinsdale: 

I  hereb}'  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

The  plan  of  organization  and  supervision  entered  upon 
early  in  the  school  year  of  1921-22  has  been  carried  through 
with  gratifying  results  down  to  the  present  time.  The 
periodic  use  of  standardized  tests  in  all  the  schools  has  made 
it  possible  for  the  superintendent  to  keep  in  close  personal 
touch,  not  only  with  the  work  of  the  teachers,  but  with  the 
work  of  each  individual  pupil  as  well.  It  has  enabled  him 
to  locate  definitely  the  specific  weaknesses  of  pupils,  classes, 
and  teachers,  and  to  discuss  intelligently  with  teachers  as 
to  how  best  to  go  about  it  to  improve  undesirable  conditions 
wherever  they  might  exist.  After  locating  definitely  the 
weak  points  of  poor  pupils  or  whole  classes  by  means  of 
the  tests,  teachers  have  been  enabled  to  concentrate  their 
teaching-  efforts  where  they  would  do  the  most  good.  The 
interest  of  the  pupils  themselves  in  the  test  results  has  led 
to  a  much  greater  degree  of  spontaneous  efi'ort  than  is  found 
among  the  pupils  of  most  schools  wherein  the  tests  are  not 
used.  The  result  has  been  to  raise  the  level  of  school  work 
to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  in  most  cases.  The  interested 
efforts  and  willing  co-operation  of  the  teachers  in  bringing 
about  these  results  deserve  our  highest  praise. 

There  were  only  five  changes  in  the  regular  teaching  force 
for  the  current  year.  Miss  Minnie  A  Cushman,  A.B., 
Middlebury  College,  1924,  is  the  new  teacher  of  Latin  and 
French  at  the  High  School.     Miss  Louise  P.  Baldwin  sue- 
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ceeded  Miss  Florence  Hoeh  as  teacher  of  Domestic  Arts  in 
the  High  School. 

At  the  end  of  last  school  year  the  district  lost  the  services 
of  a  faithful  and  efficient  teacher  in  the  person  of  Miss 
Clara  Stearns,  who  for  several  years  had  served  as  principal 
of  the  Bridoe  Street  School.  Miss  Gertrude  McCormack, 
teacher  of  last  year's  fifth  grade  is  proving  a  capable  and 
worthy  successor.  Miss  McCormack's  place  in  the  fifth 
grade  was  taken  by  Miss  Gertrude  Marlborough,  Fitchburg 
Normal  School,  1924.  The  rural  schools  are  being  efficiently 
served  by  Miss  Hazel  Lombard  at  the  Monument  School 
and  Miss  Florence  Brassard,  at  the  Plain  School. 

Since  last  year's  arrangem.ent  with  the  Keene  Normal 
School  to  furnish  teachers  of  manual  training,  drawing,  and 
music  proved  fairly  satisfactory,  the  contract  was  renewed 
for  this  year.  Cadet  teachers  are  obtained  at  rates  that 
mean  a  considerable  saving  to  the  district  over  what  would 
have  to  be  paid  if  regular  teachers  were  hired  for-  these 
subjects. 

The  only  important  building  im^provement  aside  from  the 
usual  necessary  repairs  was  the  addition  of  a  commercial 
room  in  the  H.  S.  Building.  This  room  was  provided  by 
partitioning  off  a  corner  of  the  main  training  room.  It 
represents  a  much-needed  improvement. 

With  thanks  for  continued  confidence  and  co-operation, 
this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.
